(Continued. froin page one) 
temperatures reach 20' degrees be- 
low zero. 

By shipping pollen by air mail, 
20,000 seedlings have been obtain- 
ed for tríals àt Canal Point, Hou- 
ma and Washington, D. C. Some 
of the cross-bred canes, using wild 
varieties from the Pacific islands, 
have resulted. in larger-sized! 
talks, it was brought out. 

To get earlier maturing varie- 
ties, sorghums haye been crossed 
with sugar canes but so far haye 
not contaíned enough sugar to be 
commercially practical. — Éfforts 
are being continued using 'sor- 
Ehums that contain more sugar 
and to develop high sugar content 
in sorghums. Some of these sor- 
ghums are perennials, it was said. 

Dr. Sartoris first came.to the 
Glades in 1922 and has made ob- 
servations that ùntil the last few 
years cané jroWllg was limited 
lo a few growers. Since 1938,] 
more of the farmers of the Glades 
are including cane in their crop- 
ping program: 

Dr. Sartoris said, "Sugar -cane 
will tendvto stabilize the agricul- 
ture of tije Glades if each farmer 
will grow a few acres.of cane.”
